Tineir leaders, colored, say that inasmuch 
as the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
to the constitution of the United States 
grant them the right to vote and remove 
all disabilities inimical to the free exercise 
of.that franchise and the holding of office, 
the negro will be simply subjecting 
himself to a dispensation of slavery, should 
he submit to the coercion and intimidations 
that are now being used. ‘They say that it 
is possibly unfortunate for white people, 
whose sensibilities are so different from 
those of the colored people, that the ne- 
groes are so largely in majority in this 
county, and hence administer the govern- 
ment, but that there are scores of other 
counties in the state where conditions are 
directly reverse, and the negro, as a good 
citizen, consents to majority rule. b 

Daney, the negro collector of customs 
here, declares in his weekly that 
miscegenation should be permitted and prac- 
ticed in this state. He says the time has 
come when the negro shal] no longer oc- 
cupy the humble sphere in which ithe has 
been forced by conditions; that the thirty- 
five years of freedom have eminently quali- 
fied the negro for any office within the gift 
of the people, and the fault now lies in 
the timidity of his race. 

And he asks: 

“Why should it be considered low or un- 
seemly for a negro man of culture and re- 
spectability to marry a white woman of 
character and refinement, or why should 
it be considered a diegtrace to such a white 
lady to marry the colored gentieman if ghe 
loves him?’’ 

These are some of the infamous lines that 
appear in Dancy’s paper. Should trouble 
occur, this notorious negro editor will prob- 
ably never indulge again in such articles. 

Governor in Wilmington. 

After promising that the rapublicans

Duncan Tells of Seaman’s Orders. 

Captain George B. Duncan, of the regular 
army, who recently served as adjutant 
general of the district of Ponce, Porto Rico, 
testified before the commission. He stated 
that he was wholly conversant with the 
conditions connected with the sailing of the 
transport Obdam, and that Dr. Seaman, 
who returned in charge of that vessel, had 
positive orders not to take any man on 
board who was not entirely convalescent. 

Dr. Thomas C. Chalmers, captain 
and assistant surgeon of the Tweifth 
New York, who saw six weeks’ service 
in Porto Rico, testified that at Chick- 
amauga his regiment could not only 
not get the medicines, but could not 
even get thé blanks to make requisi- 
tions for them. 

In regard to the transport Massachusetts, 
on which he went to Porto Rico, Dr, Chal- 
mers said: 

“There was no regular cooking on board 
and the.men were unused to eating cold ra- 
tions. The reserve hospttal men were sup- 
posed to have been well men, but subse- 
quent events proved that they did not have 
enough to eat.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Parker, of the Twelfth 
New York, after declaring the _ men’s 
tongues being out from want of water, con- 
tinued his narrative by saying: 

“There were wells left at the park as 
landmarks which contained water that was 
bad for them to drink. The usual precau- 
tions that are taken with men in camp 
were taken there. I have spent six years 
of my life in tents, having been a captain 
in the Fourth cavalry, and I think any 
regular army officer will agree with me that 


the camp was established on the proper

plans. 


‘General Breckinridge, when he took com- 
mand, did more to change for the better 
the sanitary conditions that had been ac- 
complished before altogether. He had lum- 
ber furnished the hospitals, which before 
had been applied for in vain, furnished the 
hospitals; ihe provided lime in abundance; 
he had new tentage supplied; he gave med- 
icine when needed, 

‘‘Upon my inspections, I found the 
hospitals of the first division, Third 
corps; of the third division, First corps, 
and of the second division, Third corps, 
very dirty.

Kentuckian Did Not Get Supplies.

an honored place at the people’s ban- 


quet, it Bas been thought proper that 


the third and real Peace Jubilee should 
take place within the limits of the late 
confederate states. By a combination 
of events it has fallen to the lot of 
Atlanta to be the scene of that jubilee, 
and it, therefore, devolves upon our peo- 
ple to realize that this occasion has 
outgrown its local character, and has 
become national in scope. This calls 
for an energy in preparation and an at- 
tention to detail which must test the 
ability of our people. But we feel sure 
that the Atlanta which has never yet 
failed when it fell to her duty to speak 
for the south will not fail this time, 
but will take hold of the proposed cel- 
ebration with that energy and vim 
which are characteristic of the metropo- 
lis of Georgia. 

Let the meeting today, therefore, be 
well attended. The honor of Atlanta, 
of Georgia, of the south, is at stake. 
Let us uphold it and we will have such 
a culmination as has not been thought 
possible before. 


The Principle Is the Same. 

The Constitution is in receipt of two 
communications bearing upon the old 
discussion as to whether or not Lee 
surrendered his sword, and Grant re- 
fused to take it, at Appomattox. Mr. 
Frederick M. Colston writes from Balti- 
more as follows: 

The continued assertion is made that 
General] Grant gave back to General Lee 
his sword. The sword was never given 
back, because it was never surrendered. 
The circumstances of the surrender of Gen- 
eral Lee have been minutely recorded by 
Colonel Charies Marshall, of his staff, who 
Was present, and by General Horace Porter, 
of General Grant's staff. The statements 
agree and, in brief, the true story is, that 
General Lee met General Grant for the pur- 
pose of discussing the terms of surrender 
of the Army of Northerm Virginia. General 
Grant himself wrote out the terms on which 
he was willing to receive that surrender. 
He submitted them to General Lee and 
General Lee accepted them. The following 
sentence is a part of the terms as written 
by Genera) Grant: 

“The arms, artillery and public property 
to be parked and stacked and turned over 
to the officers appointed by me to receive 
them. This will not embrace the side arms 
of the officers.” 

You will see, therefore, as General Grant 
hbimselg declared when questioned on the 
euhiect, that General Lee did not tender his 
sword, as the terms of the surrender did 
not call for it. 

As I have already stated, the meeting be- 
tween these generals was for the purpose 
of discussing the terms, and, although the 
geurrender might have been considered a 
foregone conclusion, yet it was entirely 
within General Lee's power to refuse to 
submit to any terms that Genera! Grant 
might require, but the terms, as I have 
said, were acceptable to General Lee and 
they did not require the surrender of Gen- 
era] Lee's sword, and, consequently, it could 
not have been given back. 

Mrs. N. V. Randolph, the president of 
the Richmond chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, writes in sustain- 
ing her position formerly taken that 
the sword was surrendered and refused, 


_ by inclosing a communication showing 


that the Philadelphia chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy had tak- 
en occasion to recognize the aecuracy 
of the traditional report concerning the 
sword incident of the surrender. 

The renewal of the discussion is sug- 
gested by Mr. Clark Howell’s reference 
in his Chicago speech delivered at the 
Peace Jubilee banquet as follows: 
“When that great and generous soldier, 
General U. S. Grant, gave back to Lee, 
crushed but ever glorious; the sword 
he had surrendered at Appomattox,” 


etc. Possibly the expression might 


: have. been less subject to criticism had 
it so read as to have conveyed the idea 
that Grant did not ask for Lee’s sword, 
or “when Grant refused to demand of 
Lee the sword he surrendered at Appo- 
maitox.” The underlying principle io 
be illustrated was that Grant acted 
generously toward Lee at Appomattox. 
He might have sought to humiliate the 
vanquished general of the army he had 
conquered, but he did not do so. Proba- 
bly he did not refuse to take the sword 
of Lee; probably Lee did not offer it, 
and yet Grant was none the less gener- 
ous, because his refusal to make the de- 
mand for the sword was as equivalent 
to an expression of his desire to be 
generous as would have been his re 
fusal to take the sword had it been of- 
fered.

A Wail from the Beer State. 

The people of Wisconsin, whose 
proudest possession is Milwaukee, which 
is a synonym for beer in every other 
state of the union, are firmly determined 
that the beverage shall take the place 
of the traditional champagne in the 
christening of the new battleship named 
for their state, and which is now in 
process of construction, 

Our western brethren are inherently a 
unique proposition. ‘They contend that 
“the custom of using wine as 4a 
christening agent is effete and out of 
date, having descended to ug from time 
immemorial, and that beer, which repre- 
sents thoroughly the English and Ger- 
man nations at once, two of the sturdi- 
est of the world, is the proper substance 
for the launching into marine existence 
of the namesake of a state which con- 
trols the traffic in this commodity for 
the United States. 

The opponents of the _ proposition 
point to the fact that beer is a stupefy- 
ing drink, one which increases the 
bulk and diminishes the usefulness of 
him who partakes thereof, and that as 
an omen of such frightful import should 
not be employed on the natal occasion of 
a monster whose aggressiveness and 
alertness are to be its main purposes 
and means of defense. 

Herr Schlitz, the father in America of 
the amber fluid, leads the barley forces, 
and has informed the governor that 
he will present to Miss Elizabeth Ste- 
phenson, the young lady who is to dash 
the fluid over the sliding bows of the 
battleship, a bottle of his product hand- 
somely ornamented with gold and silver 
filigree work, and with her beautiful 
features blown into the glass. 

So the war goes merrily on. One fac- 
tion has tacked to its masthead “Beer 
or Bust,” another, the conservative ele- 
ment, wants to cling to the sparkling 
precedent of our forefathers, and the 
minority say that the native element 
in which the Wiscofisin will hereafter 
float it god enough with which to 
welcome her to its bosom. 

We think, however, that the whole 
country will indorse this novel propo- 
sition. So many lips have smacked 
over the brews from the smoky city, 
over the foaming brews from Milwaukee 
and so many heads have required ice 
water and Turkish bath reduction after 
partaking thereof, that we have not 
the heart to deny the good people of 
the far western state the little privi- 
lege they so humbly ask. 


Georgia’s Agricultural Strength. 

In discussing the success with which 
Georgia entered into competition with 
the great agricultural states of the 
northwest in the Omaha exposition, The 
Constitution has already pointed out 
that this is by no means a single crop 
state. 

In the days of the greatest cotton 
area, when prices ruled so high as to 
command the speculative attention of 
the people, scarce more than half the 
state was ever devoted to its gulture. 
During the ante-war period, when the 
state achieved its great agricultural 
successes, it bore the character not of 
a cotton state, but of a general food- 
producing state. That this was pre- 
eminently the fact is attested by the lo- 
cation on the part of the confederate gov- 
ernment of the great prison camp at 
Andersonville. That point was selected 
because it was in the center of a re- 
gion where corn grew which would 
have shamed even the famed fields of 
the west, and where the meat products 
were also in abundance. 

The farmers of southwest Georgia, 
while raising cotton, at the same time 
raised all their home _ gupplies._ All 
through wiregrass Georgia thousands 
upon thousands of cattle and sheep had 
the right of way. while up in middle 
Georgia and to the northern part of 
the state, corn and wheat were the 
rival crops. The exclusive cotton area 
was confined to localities here and 
there, where it could be carried on on 
an extensive plan. 

All this being so, it may be asked 
why it was that a state, admittedly the 
home of general agriculture, should have 
come to be regarded as among those 
which were devoted to a single staple. 
Briefly, it may be answered, that when 
the people returned to their fields upon 
the close of the war, they found con- 
ditions so demoralized that there was 
only one crop with which they could 
trust their terants, and which would 
bring the ready money which would 
purchase needful articles at that 
time. Then the four years’ famine of 
cotton, which the world at large had ex- 
perienced, sent the price up so extrava- 
gantly that the people, one and all, 
from the, cottom buyer in New York, 
almost to the cotton picker in the field, 
were swept away by the speculative spir- 
it. For years this policy ruled over 
the fairest part of the state, and under 
its impetus the cotton area was pushed 
up to the higher points of middle Geor- 
gia, until at last it reached the Chatta- 
hoochee and went even beyond that 
limit. But even in the period of the 
wildest speculative spirit Georgia never 
did, as a matter of fact, become a sin- 
gle crop state. There never was a 
vear in which there were not made im- 
mense crops of wheat, corn, oats and 
other products which are necessary to 
the sustenance of life. 

It is to this latter fact that the state 
of jGeorgia Owes her escape from a 
condition which would have been la- 
mentable had it succumbed to the all- 
cotton policy. There always was a 
large number of farmers in every coun- 
ty in the state who raised their own 
supplies and never went to town for 
market. The success of these men con- 
stituted an object lesson, so that ten 
years ago, when the change which point- 
ed to the dow cotton price of the future 
began. there were those who were able 
to point the way to freedom from ex- 
action and to prosperity in other lines. 
It was in pursuit of this great awaken- 
ing that the late Mr. Grady, in his 
articles on “Corn Versus Cotton,” ral- 
lied the people to the standard of the 
new king—a king which would not be 
dethroned and in whose wake would 
follow. the trne success of the home. 
In the years which came after, ‘cotton 


continued in its déwnward march, but 
the number of those who rallied under 
the banner of general agricultural work 
increased, until a reverse invasion be- 
gan, and instead of cotton pushing 
everything out as it marched northward, 
hog and hominy began pushing out cot- 
ton as it wended its way into the south. 
The success which has been obtained 
by the farmers who have enlisted in this 
new crusade of the home and the fire- 
side has been well emphasized by Hon. 
Henry McIntosh, the editor of The Al- 
bany Herald, published in the heart of 
that old Egypt of Georgia, which was 
for years the granary of the southern 
states. ‘ 

It was in southwest Georgia that the 
wildest craze-existed for the cultivation 
of cotton under the high prices already 
alluded to, but the success which the 
corn and grass farmefs of that section 
had achieved did not come into public 
notice until Mr. McIntosh undertook the 
work. Two years ago he inaugurated 
a hay festival in Albany. There were 
gathered upon that oceasion scores of 
farmers who had thrown off the power 
of King Cotton, and who could point to 
their bank deposits as a proof that 
they had made money and that the 
field which had proved so successful to 
them, would prove equally successful 
for others. 

The marked success of this festival led 
The Constitution into an examination 
of the question as to the real condition 
of agriculture in Georgia. That investi- 
gation developed the fact that all through 
southwest Georgia, in the greater part of 
Southeastern Georgia, in that section 
of middle Georgia from Greene through 
Hancock, across Spalding, and then to 
Talbot county; with Meriwether and 
Coweta to the north, with Elbert and 
Hart on the Carolina line, were filled 
with farmers who were successful and 
who lived at home, with corn in the 
crib, with hogs in the pen, ‘with fruit 
on their trees and with everything which 
enters into the comfort of the home and 
the pleasures of the table. 

When, therefore, the present cotton 
season opened and the staple was quot- 
ed at prices ranging between 4 and 5 
cents, it was fortunate for Georgia that 
She had ceased years ago to be an all- 
cotton state. While there is still raised 
about 1,200,000 bales of cotton in Georgia, 
there can be no doubt that the amount 
is more than balanced by products of 
other kinds which have not been so am- 
bitious to seek record upon the financial 
tables of the state. 

To the exteut that the price of cotton 
has been low, it is a misfortune for 
those holding it, but when it is recol- 
lected that an immense proportion of 
these farmers have hedged against ad- 
versity by hogs and corn, if will be seen 
that Georgia is able to take care of her- 
self, and that she will find herself out 
on the highway which leads to agricul- 
tural independence. One has but to 
look at the erain fields of Floyd, to take 
a view of the corn along the Etowah 
valley, to measure the importance of 
the great peach fields of Houston and 
Berrien counties, and everywhere, from 
the truck fields of Chatham into the 
watermelon district, and on up to the 
Tennessee line, and he will see how Geor- 
gians live, and the capacity which their 
soil has to meet every requirement. The 
variety of soil and climate in Georgia 
makes the cultivation of almost any 
crop a possibility. ‘We have rice, sirup, 
tobacco, vegetables, fruits, melons and 
truck products, being marketed at al- 
most every month in the year. The 
provision crops for the home market in- 
clude all the cereals, the leguminous 
crops, peas, beans, root crops, vegeta- 
bles and fruits, embracing everything 
for food of man and beast not tropical. 

It is unfortunate for the state that it 
has taken no means to keep a census of 
its agricultural products, so that we 
are forced to look to the United 
States census reports for an ap- 
proximation at figures, but which does 
not fully suit the present purpose, be- 
cause taken nine years ago. The an- 
nual product of cotton at that time 
ranged from 800,000 to 1,100,000 bales, 
while there were 30,000,000 bushels of 
corn, 5,000,000 of oats, 3,000,000 of wheat, 
5,090,000 of sweet potatoes, 2,500,000 of 
irish potatoes and 35,000,000 pounds of 
rice. As the great change in Georgia’s 
agricultural products has taken place 
since the period of these estimates, it 
will be seen that all of these non-cotton 
products must have increased largely. 
We think that it would be quite con- 
servative to double the estimate of 
these products, making the corn 60,000,- 
000 bushels, oats 10,000,000. wheat 5000,- 
000, sweet potatoes 10,000,000. irish pota- 
toes 5,000,000, with rice probably main- 
taining its old figure. 

Now it must be evident to all those 
who study out domestic economy that 
a state with such a diversity of agri- 
cultural interests is not to be judged 
by the depressed condition of any one 
of them. While We would make no at- 
tempt to underestimate the fact that 
the price of cotton is too low, and that 
it has straitened many of those en- 
gaged in it, yet we must keep in view 
those producers the result of whose 
work is told in the figures above quoted. 

Georgia is an all-around state, agri- 
culturally considered, with ability to 
feed herself as well as to clothe her- 
self, and challenging the scrutiny of 
those who would dispute the facts.

Double Taxation Discussed. 

Editor Constitution—I notice in Comptrol- 
ler General Wright's report and comments 
on the tax question he would increase the 
assessments by the total value of all stocks, 
bonds, mortgages, notes and other evidences 
of debt. That these things are property 
ang@d may have an exchange value there 
is no doubt, but they are not wealth. There 
is no process known whereby wealth may 
be extracted from either of them. 

All the deeds, mortgages, bonds, notes or 
other indentures in the state may be to- 
tally destroyed without diminishing the 
wealth in Georgia. Mr. Comptroller says: 
“It is a generally known fact that this 
class of property, although representing a 
very large part of the wealth of the state, 
is not assessed or listed for taxation and 
therefore the holders thereof escape taxa- 
tion altogether on this property.” If I 
own stocks they are only evidences of own- 
ership in valuable lands and capital em- 
ployed in producing wealth and to them 
the taxgatherer should turn for the rev- 
enues; go to the substance and@ not pur- 
sue the shadow. All taxes collected from 
the holders on notes, bonds, mortgages 
and even stdcks—unless the subjects of 
such issues are exempt—are extortions and 
double taxation. 

If A owns a cotton mill worth, say $100,- 
000, and in obtaining it bought the entire 
issue of stock, should he be assessed with 
$200,000, or should the plant be assessed at 
$100,000 and twenty stockholders assessed 
at $5,000 each. If I loan John Smith $100 and 
take his note for the amount ghould I be 
assessed on that amount of wealth that 
the note clearly proves I have parted with? 
All wealth is produced by the application of 
intelligent labor to land, and although, as 
our comptroller states, ‘‘while there is no 
fairer or better method of taxation than 
the ad yalorem system,” yet men differ as 
to what is the “proper” application of it. 
It is evident that Comptroller Wright is 
in favor of assessing everything from a 
yellow dog up. 

There is, however, a fundamental princt- 
ple in taxation that should never be lost 
sight of—equity. Taxes should be collected 
from those who receive the benefits from 
their expenditure; no taxes should be levied 
that should be shifted and finally paid by 
those receiving little ow none of the ben- 
efits, and finally no taxes should be levied, 
the collection of which shall give a pecuni- 
ary advantage to any of our citizens, for 
such advantage must fall as a pecuniary 
disadvantage to another class. This neces- 
sary evil in society, as it may be termed, 
is sfiseceptible of such an adjustment as 
will eliminate al] these objectionable fea- 
tures, but this is not to be found in any 
such recommendations as those of the 
comptroller general. He is simply follow- 
ing in the tracks of Old Failure, who has 
been beating about the bush since civiliza- 
tion was in its cradle. Ww. S. BROWN.

by them. Many plans for the celebration 


were suggested and will doubtless be pre- | 


sented at the meeting today. 

The object for which the meeting is called, 
it is stated by Colone! Hemphill, is to con- 
sider ways and means for holding the jubi- 
lee. The most prominent business men and 
attorneys have been extended special invi- 
tations to attend and they have announced 
that they will be present. 

The committee of citizens of which Colo- 
nel Hemphill is chairman recently went to 
Washington to invite President McKinley 
to attend the Peace Jubilee in this city. 

The committee was desirous that the 
president attend the Peace Jubilee in At- 
lanta, as he has honored other cities with 
his presence, and for this reason it was 
thought best to first ascertain on what day 
he could conveniently come and then set 
the date. President McKinley announced 
that he was anxious to come to visit At- 
lanta and said that he would be able to 
visit the city on December 15th, and the 
committee told him that this day would be 
perfectly satisfactory to the citizens of At- 
lanta. 

After conferring with the president the 
tommittee of Atlanta citizens went to 
Philadelphia, where a peace jubilee was 
then in progress. They remained in the city 
throughout the entire several days of the 
celebration and studied the jubilee from 
every standpoint.

May Invite Veteran Generals. 

One pian, which was suggested by Mayor 
Collier, who Says it is a good one, is to in- 
vite prominent federal and confederate 
leaders to visit Atlanta during the Jubilee. 
These leaders will actively participate in 
the celebration and it is thought that they 
will’be glad of an opportunity to attend. 

The presence of President McKinley will 
be sufficient guarantee that the prominent 
men of the country will visit the city, if 
they are Invited. The famous confederate 
and federal leaders wil! meet and exchange 
stories of the civil war, and they will doubt- 
less appreciate an opportunity to again see 
each other. 

One of the greatest features of the war 
with Spain is the fact that it completely 
eliminated from the people every vest'ge 
of sectional feeling, and this has been fre- 
quently mentioned and commented upon in 
leading newspapers, both north and south. 
It is the intention to give in Atlanta a prac- 
tical illustration of this elimination.

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LUMBER BIDS ARE OPENED. 


Quartermaster of Department of Gulf 
Looks Into Figures for the 
Government. 

The bids sent out from the department 
of the guif to lumber and hardware men 
all over the south for furnishing the gov- 
ernment with 300,000 feet of lumber and a 
large supply of nails were opened in the 
office of the quartermaster general of the 

department yesterday morning. 

Bids came in from every state in the 
south, and some of the best offers were 
from Texas. Atlanta was represented in 
the bidding by the Atlanta Lumber Com- 
pany, which it is understood proposed to 
furnish the government with the whole 
amount of lumber needed at a very low 
figure. The bids, when they have been ex- 
amined by Colonel Simpson, will be for- 
warded at once to the war department. 
Firms all over the country have entered 
bids for the big government contract, and 
it will take several days to determine the 
cheapest and best bid. 

It is proposed by the government to send 
the large supply of lumber and nails to 
Cuba for the use of the army of occupation, 
and in repairing the cities on the island as 
much as possible. The largest amount of 
the lumber will go _ to Havana, while 
Cardenas, Matanzas and Cienfuegos will 
get the remainder. 

The contract will be given to the mill 
that can deliver the supplies at govern- 
ment wharves in seacoast towns at the 
lowest figure. 

It is the opinion of Colonel Simpson that 
some of the bids for the lumber received in 
his department are very low, and that the 
government will hardly find any better 
bids anywhere ith the country. The mills 
in the south and those near the coast have 
a decided advantage over those in the in- 
terior, since the firms have to get the sup- 
plies to the coast themseives, and those 
near the coast can offer better bids for the 
undertaking. 

It is probable that instead of\giving the 
contract to any one firm, the gpvernment, 
in order to get the lumber a soon as 
possible, will divide the contrac\ between

One Was Filed at 12:05 O'Clock and the

JUDGE NEWMAN TD SETTLE QUESTION 


Yesterday Was the First Day for Fil- 
ing Involuntary Bankruptcy Pe- 
titions Under the New Law 
and Clerk Carter Was 
Kept Busy. 
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oe The new bankruptry law went into 
@ effect yesterday and papers were filed 
@ as early as midnight. 
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YESTERDAY WAS THD FIRST DAY 
in which petitions for involuntary bank- 
ruptcy could be filed under the act of 
congress passed last July, and Clerk Car- 
of the United- States 
spent a busy day receiving the petitions. 

Petitions for voluntary’ bankruptcy have 
been filed by the bankrupts ever since the 
law was passed, but not until November 
Ist, at 12 o’clock, did the part of the law 
regarding involuntary bankruptcy go into 
effect. The law was scarcely effective before 
the Atlanta to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

The fees to be obtained out of the bank- 
ruptcy cases go to the lawyer first putting 
the insolvent party into bankruptcy, and 
this caused a rush of papers in the United 
States court just as soon as the law would 
permit. Out of this rush an interesting 
legal question has This question 
will probably be settled by Judge Newman, 
and it is causing quite a discussion among

The point in discussion arises out of the 
filing of two petitions, by different lawyers, 
to declare J. B. Redwine a bankrupt. The 
recent misfortunes of Redwine are still 
fresh in the minds of the people. After 
Redwine’s departure for parts unknown the 
state court was petitioned to appoint a re- 
ceiver, and Mr. T. D, Meador was appointed 
to look after Redwine’s assets. . 

Since the passage of the bankruptcy act 
it was known that a petition would be filed 
in the district court to declare Redwine a 
bankrupt. 

Preparations were made by two firms of 
lawyers to file the petition, and it is out of 
their race that the discussion has arisen. 

Brandon Arkwright, S. N. Evins and 
Lumpkin & Colquitt were ready to file one 
petition and J. L, Hopkins & Son, A. J. 
Orme and J. E. McClelland had a like petl- 
tion to file. The two petitions were pre- 
pared in advance, and both sides were only 
waiting for the moment to arrive when 
the act became a law to put their papers 
on record. 

It seems that the petition drawn up by 
Hopkins & Son was given to Mr, O. C. 
Fuller, deputy clerk of’ the United States 
district court, yesterday afternoon with in- 
structions for him to file it just as soon as 
the clock had finished striking the hour of 
midnight. Mr. Fuller took the papers home 
with him, and as soon as the first day of 
November had fairly arrived he atose from 
his bed and marked the papers filed at 12;05 
o'clock by ‘himself as deputy clerk. 

About the time that Mr. Fuller was leav- 
ing his comfortable bed to file the petition 
Mr. Colquitt Carter, clerk of the district 
court, was at his office attending to a 
paper of the like kind filed by Mr. S. N. 
Evins. As the clock struck midnight Mr. 
Walter Colquitt, one of the attorneys in the 
case, handed his petition to the clerk, and 
it was marked filed on the original vaper at 
12:07 o'clock. 

This being the case, the question now 
arises as to which paper was filed first in 
tthe eyes of the court, and under which 
petition will Redwine be declared a bank- 
rupt. 

The lawyers who filed their petition in 
the clerk's office declare that their filing 
will take precedence over the other one, as 
the supreme court of Georgia has decided 
that a paper filed in the clerk’s office takes 
precedence over one filed at the house by 
one of the clerk’s deputies. 

The lawyers who filed the petition at the 
home of Mr. Fuller believe that their filling 
was regular, and that their paper was filed 
first, and will have to be taken up by the 
court first. The question makes a pretty 
legal issue, and there are several minor 
details that will arise in the matter when 


it comes before Judge Newman to be set- 


tled, as it eventually will. 
The Two Petitions. 

The two petitions filed in the Redwine 
case are very familiar, and are sensational 
in their charges against Redwine. The pe- 
tition filed by Hopkins & Sons says in part, 
after going on to enumerate the amounts 


due the different creditors: 

“Petitioners aver that within the four 
months next preceding the filing of this 
petition that said J, B. Redwine did com- 
mit acts of bankruptcy within the meaning 
of said law, in that Redwine did on or 
about July ”, 1898, with the intent to 
hinder, delay and defraud petitioners as 
sudh creditors and otker of his creditors, 
convey and transfer a large part of his 
property, consisting of various notes, ac- 
counts and choses in action amounting in 
the aggregate to $75,000, or other large 
sum, to his wife, Mrs. J. B. Redwine. 

“Petitioners further claim that J. B. Red- 
wine was indebied to his wife about $2,000, 
and that he made over the $75,000 with the 
intent to make Aer a preferred creditor, and 
¢hat she had reasonable cause to know that 
he was doing so to defraud his creditors.” 


The petition concludes by praying that 


J. B. Redwine may be declared a bankrupt, 


and that his estate may be administered 
and distributed as is provided for by the 
act. 

The creditors mentioned in this petition 


hoki claims against Redwine amounting to 
about $800. 

The petition filed by Mr. S. N. Evins 
represents creditors to the amount of nearly 
2,000. This petition makes the same accu- 
sation against Redwine that is made in the 
other petition.

Mr. T. C. DeLeon, referring to the recent 
Georgia Library Association meeting, said 
a few days ago: 

“At the interesting public seance of the 
Georgia Librafy Association, held on Thurs- 
day night at the Young Men's Library, 
Judge Lumpkin stood impromptu as the 
man in the gap,’ for an editorial speaker 
unavoidably absent. His. extempore speech 
was witty, suggestive and thoughtful, but 
the clever jurist advanced one position 
which, to me at least, seems scarcely ten- 
able. 

“In listing the causes that operate 
against extension of library work among 
us in the south, Judge Lumpkin added the 
rapid growth and advance of the newspa- 
per, and its cheapness of access to all 
readers. This is really the direct opposite 
of the experience of all librarians, and of 
all practical journalists in the south—and 
even in greater degree in the north, where 
libraries are daily needs of all classes, and 
are universal. 

“True, as the speaker said, the newspaper 
of today—notably in it comprehensive 
Sumday grasp on matters as they fly—is a 
magazine, and in short a library in itself. 
3ut it is by that very universa.ity of topics 
and by its becoming the sign post on new 
and strange roads to thought, that the 
newspaper stimulates public curiosity and 
forces the minds of its readers to make 
further and more reali research into un- 
known fields of information. The hasty, 
passing and necessarily often crude state- 
ments of the daily press upon great events 
as they arise are not satisfying even [to 
the average mind. But they pique curiosity, 
and she is own mammy to information. 

“T think I am safe in saying tamat no 
aggregation of tutors could have done so 
much for public education, in the same 
pussage of time, as the press has done in 
the brief months of the late war. Dally 
reference to places, persons and facts here- 
tofore unheard of, have forced millions of 
readers to place themselves abreast of the 
time, both from pride in being able to dis- 
cuss them and from real and better desire 
for self education. One and all, these seek- 
ers for details surrounding cursorily touch- 
ed topics, have fallen back upon the public 
libraries. 

“It is safe to say that no librarian in the 
country could have failed to tell Judge 
Lumpkin that, during its antecedent dis- 
cussion and actual course, books on Cuba, 
Spain, military subjects and war history 
were at all times in demand far in excess 
of their ability to supply it. They wholly 
replaced the usua! call for lighter or more 
miscellaneous reading; and this, almost 
solely, because the press kept public curijos- 
ity ever on the qui vive, by allusions to 
matters whiah it could find neither time 
nor space to amplify. Thus the newspaper 
becomes the ally and greatest aid to the 
library; for where the one suggests. the 
other satisfies and educates at greater 
leasure. But the late war is merely taken 
as example, for the facts that stand in 
ali affairs of interest and for all times. 

“Doubtless, since the lowering of the 
alleged war cloud over England and France 
the demand for books on Africa. on British 
empire and on Frenah expansion and con- 
quest, has increased in a ratio to strain 
the resources of most of the great lihra- 
ries. It is safe to state that hundreds of 
thousands of readers are today devouring 
facts about Chinese Gordon, the basin 
and the Nile, cOmparative armaments and 
past wars of French and English, who 
never before heard of Fashoda and to 
whom the Soudan, the Black Prince and 
even Joan d'’Arc were merely nominis 
umbrae. 

“The causes that militate against brary 
perfection or even expansion are too nu- 
merous and varied to be discussed here. 
They are racial, sectional, financial and 
personal, but I think the ready und thought- 
ful speaker of Thursday night wi!l, on re- 
flection, admit tfrat the progressive news- 
paper is. most emphatically not one of 
them.”’

brigade to be sent to Atlanta for winter en- 
campment are to be separated and placed 
at different camp sites. 

This is the decision that Colonel Cornelius 
Gardener has reached, after a careful in- 
spection of all the camp sites that have 
been suggested in the vicinity of Atlanta. 
Of all the places that ‘have been offered to 
the government for the encampment of the 
croops none of them have been found large 
enough to accommodate more than one 
regiment, and for this reason Colonel Gar- 
dener states that he is compelled to separate 
the regiments of the brigade, 

He has determined to put one of the 
regiments in camp near Grant park on the 
site visited by him yesterday; another regi- 
ment is to be placed on property adjacent 
to West End, and the third regiment is to 
be quartered at Kirkwood, or near Hemp- 
hill Station, to the west of the city. 

The camps of the regiments will be far 
apart‘and inconvenient for brigade drill, 
but according to Colonel Gardener, who has 
spent several days in a careful inspection 
of the various sites, it would be impractica- 
ble to keep the brigade together or quarter 
the regiments in closed proximity to each 
other. 

Colonel Gardener will make a final in- 
Spection this morning of the property at 
Kirkwood, and it is highly probable that 
the third camp will go to that place. The 
inspecting officer will leave for Camp Po- 
land tonight to make his report to the 
corps commander, and he expects to return 
to this city by the last of the week ac- 
companied -by the brigade quartermaster, 
under whose direction the work of the 
vhree camps will be conducted, 

Colonel Gardener Talks. 

Colonel Gardener was seen yesterday 
shortly after his return from a tour of in- 
spection, and while he stated that he had 
found sufficient camps for the accommoda- 
tion of the brigade, he was not especially 
pleased with the idea of having to separate 
the regiments. He said: 


“When I came to this city for the pur- 
pose of choosing a camp for my brigade, I 
had.no idea that i¢ would be necessary to 
separate the different commands, but I 
find after inspecting everything in sight 
that it will be impossibe to quarter tne 
whole brigade at one place. All of the 
different sites are too smal! in area to 
permit of brigade driil, and winere there is 
sufficient ‘room,. there is a deficiency of 
water supply or other necessary, 

“In regard to Piedmont park it is simply 
out of the question to think of putting a 
brigade of troops in camp there. You might 
as well put the men out of doors at once as 
to put them in those buildings in the win- 
ter. There is not sufficient ground at the 
place for drilling purposes and altogether 
the park is too uneven for a camp for sol- 
diers.

only the good of my men at heart, 
while « good many have made suggestions 
to me as to this or that camp site, I have 
considered the good of the brigade ulto- 
gether ” 

The property near Grant’s park which has 
been selected by Colonel Gardener 
camp for one of thé regiments, is between 
two car lines and will have an excellent 
supply of water. In addition to this the 
park annex, of forty-five acres extent, will 
be tendered the government as a drilling 
place for the regiment, and while the place 
is wooded considerably, Colonel Gardener 
is of the opinion that the trees will not 
interfere too much with the maneuvers of 
the troops. 

Ground Needed for Drilling. 

It requires a fleld 100x200 yards to accom- 
modate a regiment in drill and between 
each regiment, according to Colonel Gar- 
dener, there should be a distance of 200 
yards. Such q field as would be required 
for a brigade of three regiments in drill 
cannot be located in this vicinity. 

Colonel Gardener stated that it wags his 
desire to quarter the brigade in one camp, 
if possible, because the expense to the gov- 


ernment would then be much less than it | 


would be to furnish three separate camps. 


In speaking of the requirements of a 
camp for a large body of.troops Colonel 
Gardener said: 

“A good camp should be on or at the 
terminus of a good rock road, 
siderabie hauling with heavy wagons is 
necéssary to prepare the camp for habita- 


tion and also to supply the wants of the. 


~— after the troops have taken possession 
of Ir. 


“T have estimated that the cost of pre- ' 


paring the camps for my brigade will 
amount to $12,000. This will be expended 
mainly in erecting sheds around the tents 
to protect the men in cold weather. For 
the construction of the sheds 50,000 feet of 
lumber will be necessary.” 


The work of preparing the camps for the 
reception of the troops will require two or 
possibly three weeks, and until the work 
has been finished and the camps are in 
order the brigade will remain in camp at 
Knoxville. It will probaply be the

Many Troops ef the Command Are Absent 
frem First Roll Cali. 


/MEN SPEND NIGHT ON GROUND 


Several Cases of Sickness Reported in 
Ranks from Exposure to Cold. 


TROOPS MAY BE PLACED IN ARMORIES 


Successor to J. G. Deitz, Grand Secre- 
tary of Odd Fellows, Appointed 
by Grand Master Gruzzard. 


Macon, Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
Three hundred men were reported absent 
from Camp Roe last night when the roll 


was called for the First Georgia to fall in 
for retreat. Many of the soidiers stayed 
in th®™city last night and did not go into 
camp, and some few did not arrive. Nearly 
all of the men are in today, however, as 
the trains that came into the city this 
morning br®ught nearly a hundred, 

The boys slept cold last night and a big 
hard kick went up thic morning. It had 
good grounds, too, and it is thought, and 
most earnestly hoped by the citizens of Ma- 
con, that Colonel Lawton will do some- 
thing to relieve the general suffering of the 
men in his regiment in tnis respect. 

It is true that some of the men have 
come welj suppiied for the coid, the home 
people having given them a good supply 
of blankets, but a majority of them haven't 
sufficient covering. Last night the men 
Slept like sardines packed in a box, and 
then were cold. ‘he tents dave no floors 
and the ground is very damp. 

it has ween suggested that Colonel Law- 
ton aliow the men woo live in the city to 
come to their homes and sleep, and let 
those who do not hive here board at some 
piace in town or sleep in some of the 
armories. ‘where are several armorics here 
that cou.d easily accommodate the mem- 
bers of the regiment, and with a non-com- 
missioned officer jn charge of them, the 
men would keep gvod order. It nuw looks 
as if this will have to be doge or many of 
the men will be sick. The hospital is al- 
ready full and some of the men are getting 
Sick every day. 

A requisition to the government at this 
time for winter clothing would thardiy be 
considered, as the regiment has been mus- 
tered out, and it would be a great expense 
to fit the regiment out now when it will 
only be in the service fer about ten days 
longer. i 
* It is thought, however, that Colonel Law- 
ton will agree to the plan suggested above 
or he will order a supply of blankets to 
be sent here at once. The regimental band 
has been organized again and will give 
a concert twice a day. 

Grand Master T. L. Gruzzard, of the In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, has ap- 
pointed? Mr. J. S. Tyson, of Savannah, 
grand secretary, to succeed Mr. J. G. Deitz, 
who died a few days ago 

Mr. Tyson has been -grand treasurer of 
the order for about twenty-five years, and 
his appointment will nd doubt be met with 
approval by the Odd Fellows throughout 
the state. The secretaryship pays a salary 
of about $900 per year, as the secretary 
hag to act as the grand scribe. 

The appointment of Mr, Tyson removes 
the office of the grand secretary from Ma- 
con for the first time in twenty-five years. 

Mr. Tyson will hold the office until the 
next session of the grand lodge, which 
meets next May, and it is thought that he 
will be elected to the position.

RUNS FROM STORM. 


Reclaimed Spanish W&rsda:p Has Pass- 
ei Cape Maysi and Should Reach 
Norfolk Sunday. 


Washington, November 1.—The navy de- 
partment is under no apprehension ag to 
the safety of the Maria Teresa, although 
some fear has been expressed in the Santi- 
ago dispatches that the vessel, along with 
her consorts, the Vulcan and Leonidas, 
have fallen into the sphere of a West In- 
dian cyclone. The Teresa passed Cape 
Maysi, at the eastern extremity of Cuba, 
early yesterday morning bound for Hamp- 
ton Roads and signaled that all was well 
and that her machinery was working 
smoothly, 

By this time, according to calculations of 
the naval officers, she should be well on 
toward the Bahamas, keeping well to the 
eastward and away from the Florida coast. 
Meanwhile, the weather bureau reports to 
the navy department show that a cyclone 
is forming to the southwest of Havana, 
which probably will come up the southwest 
cvast of Florida, and if this prediction is 
true the warship would be well away from 
the pathway of the cyclone—at least one 
thousand miles, according to the calcula- 
tions 

The latest calculation made by the de- 
partment ts that the Teresa will arrive in 
Hampton Roads next Sunday afternoon. 

Presuming that skye has no fever aboard, 
she will probably come up to the Norfolk 
navy yard for survey. Whether the repairs 
recommended by that board will be made 
at the same navy yard or not will depend 
largely upon the report of the board and 
upon the recommendation of Chief Con- 
structor Hichborn, but the probabilities are 
that the work will be done in Norfolk. 


WILL NOT REDUCE THE RATE. 


Scuthern Railroads Will Haul Troops 
Only Long Distances for Less 
Than 2 Cents Per Mile.

Washington, November 1.—(Special.)—The 
southern railroads will make no material 
cut of their 2 cent rate for troops, claiming 
that in making the reduction to that figure 
they are making a larger proportionate re- 
duction than the northern roads with their 


1% rate. 

A schedule will be presented to the secre- 
tary of war tomorrow which will show a 
slight reduction for the longer hauls, but 
as a rule the 2 cent rate will be adhered to 
and there wil] be no cutting. The roads 


feel certain of that. 

This morning the representatives of the 
roads south of the Potomac and the Ohio 
and east of the Mississippi met Secretary 
Alger at his office. The secretary gave 
them a talk, the bas's of which was the 
hope, as he put it, that they would be able 
to offer the government a rate as low as 1% 
cents per mile for the carrying of troops. 
Every road@ in the territory described, with 
one or two small exceptions, was repre- 
sented. The secretary stated at the outset 
that he did not want what he said to be 
construed as a threat or anything of the 
kind. He had only asked them to confer 
with him to see if it were not possible for 
them to do a little better in the matter of 
rates than had been done in the past. 

There was a general discussion of the 
question, in which a number of the railroad 
men gave the raifroad side and then there 
was a conference of the representatives of 
the roads in the shape of a caucus at which 
a committee was appointed to draft a reply 
to the secretary. 

Tonight at the Raleigh the report of the 
committee was received by the full meet- 
ing. discussed and adopted: As already 
stated, the schedule prepared is made on 
the basis of a 2 cent rate, but for the longer 
hauls there is a slight cut. The roads will 
all stand together in support of these rates.

William Sends Message of Respect to 
His Holiness, the Pope.

MAKES A CHARACTERISTIC ADDRESS 


Sultan Presents Him with the Abode 
of the Holy Virgin and Emperor 
Resigns It to the Pope. 


Jerusalem, November 1.—The-eonsecration 
ceremony at the Church of the Redeemer 


today was attended with the greatest pomp. 
Early in the morning huge crowds began to 
collect to witness the imperial cortege. The 
rotte was lined with Turkish troops and 
German sailors. 

Emperor William and the empress droye 
to the tower of Babel, from which point 
they walked to the church, the emperor in 
the white uniform of the German guard and 
the empress in a gray costume, both wear- 
As their majes- 
ties entered the church the organ peaied 
forth a triumpihant march, amid whose 
strains they passed to the altar, preceded 
by the officiating clergy bearing Yhe sac- 
ramental insignia. 

The chureh was filled with uniformed of- 
ficials. In the course of the service, which 
was very impressive, mmperor William 
read the constitution of the church and ex- 
pressed the hope that the ministrations 
there would be followed by the divine bless- 
ings. 

Cardinal Kopp, prince bishop of Breslau, 
whom the emperor thad informed of his ac- 
quisition of the abode of the Virgin, replied, 
Saying: 

“Your majesty has added a new link to 
the chain of recurrent proofs of your just 
disposition and sovereign solicitude for your 
Catholic subjects and at the same time 
you ‘have instituted a lasting inheritance 
which has given joy to the whole Cath- 
olic Christianity and will always be held 
and cherisned by German Catholics in 
grateful remembrance of an emperor’s mag- 
nanimity.”’ 

Emperor William went to Mount Zion 
yesterday, where occurred the ceremony of 
hoisting the German and Turkish flags on 
a piece of ground which, according to tra- 
dition, was formerly occupied by the abode 
of the Virgin Mary and which the sultan 
presented to the German emperor. The lat- 
ter subsequently formally presented the 
ground to the German Catholics and tele- 
graphed to the pope, saying: 

“Il am happy to be able to inform your 
holiness that, thanks to the benevolent in- 
tervention of his majesty, the sultan, who 
has not hesitated to give me this proof of 
his personal friendship, I have been able 
to acquire at Jerusalem the abode of the 
Holy Virgin. I decided to place this ground, 
consecrated by so many pious memories, at 
the disposal of my Catholic subjects. It 
rejoices my heart to be able thus to prove 
how dear to me are the religious interests 
of the Catholics whom divine providence 
has placed in my cere. 

“I beg your holiness to accept assurance 
of my sincere attachment.” 

The pope replied, thanking his majesty 
and expressing satisfaction at the gift for 
which he was sure the German Catholics 
would be deeply grateful. 

The emperor, at the termination of con- 
secrating the Church of the Redeemer here, 
read an address, during which he said: 

“From Jerusalem came the light in splen- 
dor from which the German nation be- 
came great and glorious, and what the 
Germanic peoples have become they became 
under the banner of the .eross, the emblem 
of self-sacrificing charity. 

“As nearly two thousand years ago, 60 
today shall I ring out the cry, voicing my 
ardent hope, to all ‘peace on earth?’ ” 

His majesty then renewed the vow of his 
angestors, saving: ; 

‘I and my house will serve the Lord.” 

The emperor called upon all present to 
make the same vow, eoncluding with a 
prayer that “God grant that confidence in 
the almighty, brotherly love, resignation 
in suffering and efficient work may remain 
the German nation’s noblest ornament, and 
that the spirit of peace may more and more 
permeate and hallow the evangelical 
church,”

men in: evening dress and civil uniforms, 
and women in white, this being the color 
prescribed for the occasion. :

NO YELLOW FEVER IN SANTIAGO. 


Wood Will Handle All Supplies Sent 
for Help. 

Santiago, November 1.—Genera] Leonard 
Wood, governor of the military depart- 
ment of Santiago, authorizes the statement 
that there has not been a case of yellow 
fever in Santiago city during the last sixty 
days, and that the ordinary sickness dur- 
ing the same period has been 9 per cent 
less than usual at this season of the year. 

In view of the fact that a good many 
people have been unnecessarily frightened 
by fictitious tales of suffering, General 
Wood asks that hereafter all applicants 
to the various societies for aid be referred 
to him. If the case is a really needy one, 
he will indorse the application. General 
Wood does not wish to be undergtood as 
saying that no private assistance Is wanted 
in Santiago. On the contrary, mugh wiil 
be still needed, though the present supply 
is ample for present contingencies. tie 
warmly commends the Red Cross Soriety 
for continuous help and for supplies, which, 
under the direction of officers appuinted by 
him, have been effectively distributed.

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FULL “MYSTERY ON” 


Trust Stecks Continued Te Absorb Large 
Sharo of Attention. 


FLUCTUATIONS WERE VIOLENT 


Wunder the Lead of Tobacco, Group 
Closed at Net Losses—Railway 
j List Well Held. 


New York, November 1.—The trust stocks 
continued to absorb a large share of atien- 
tion in Wall street today, owing to the pre- 
dominant influence of Tobacco in this class 
of securities, most of the group closed the 
day at met losses. The trading in al) of 
them was full ‘‘mystery on,"’ and there was 
.m0 conclusive reason known to the public 
either for the early advance or a subese- 
quent decline. Probabiy the inherent weak- 
ness of Sugar in view of the formidable 
trade war in prospect was the root of diffi- 

‘culty, which was precipitated by the an- 
nouncement that one of the new rival com- 
panies had commenced melting sugar to- 
day. There has been support of Sugar for 
several days with the obvious intent of 
aiding the rise in Tobacco, and when it 
proved too heavy today Tobacco tok a 
sudden drop of over 6 points, and fluctuated 
feverishly for the rest of the day. It is 
quite possible that Tobacco was allowed to 
fall with a view to shaking off an undesir- 
able speculative following But whatever 
the purpose the movement of the price was 
purely manipulative and’ under accurate 
control. The Federal Steel stocks fell off 
from the best in sympathy, but the fluctua- 
tions in these was much narrower and the 
support apparently more substantial. The 
Securities of the new Standard Distilling 
Company, the twin company of the Ameri- 
can Spirits Refining Company, were the 
latest accessions to the list of so-called 
trust stocks on the exchange with an ad- 
ded capitalization of $24,000,000 to this class 
of securities. They rose from 2 to 2\% points 
over the early quotation, but sagged before 
the close in the general heaviness of the 
market. The always vulnerable § coalers 
came in for some severe raps on the ground 
of the unfavorable September statements 
of Reading and New Jersey Centra! and the 
general depresion in the anthracite trade. 
Extreme declines ranged from 2 to 3% in 
the group, which uncovered stop loss 
orders, but which wag followed by a rally 
on covering of shorts. A rise of 1% in Man- 
hattan on talk of new and powerfu! inter- 
ests in the company aided the hardening 
tendency of the market in the late dealings.

The amount of cotton brought into eight 
for the month of October—z,294,105 bales— 
was the largest of any October on record, 
the next largest having been in October, 
ls94, the year of the 9,W1,W0 crop, When it 
reached 2,140,996, and the Unird iargest in 
1sgl, the year of the 9,035,000 crop, when it 
reached 2,08),6448. The movement of the past 
month is aiso the heaviest of any month 
on record except that of November of last 
year, when 2,319,751 bales came into sight. 

Compared with hast year, the month is 
akead in round figures 42,000 bales, ahead 
of year before last by 353,000 and ahead 
of 1894 by 153,000. 

The total for October was 2,294,105, against 
1,891,897 last year, 1,911,416 year before last 
and 2,140,996 same time in 1894, 

The amount brougnt into sight for the 
two months of September and October 
shows an increase of 288,119 over last year, 
an inerease of 96,612 over year before last 
and an increase of 437,922 over 1894. 

The movement from the Ist of September 
to October 3lst shows receipts at ali United 
States delivery ports of 2,410,398 aguinst 
2,194,618 last year, 2,391,450 year before last 
and 2,152,243 same time in 1894; net overland 
movement by railroads across the Missis-

At any rate, every idie’ mill 
meang just that amount of decrease in the 
dgmest.c demand for raw eotton, and it 
muy be thal toreign buying wiil not equal 
last year’s enormous total, because large 
miil stocKs were carried at Manchester and 
on the continent and Liverpooi held a good 
Supp:y tor distribution to the mills. 

The slight increase in consumption by 
southern mills may not offset the loss at 
other points in this country. At the same 
time there should be taken into considera- 
tion the natural increase of demand 
through the normal growth of the world’s 
population, with its consequent increasing 
demand, while on the other hand indica- 
tions are that another yield of 11,000,000 
bales Or more may be harvested, with the 
poss.bility of another record-breaking out- 
put. This seems especially probable, as 
more cotton ‘has already come into sight 
than had appeared at cnig date last year, 
notwithstanding the fact that bankers re- 
port the demand for commercial loans from 
cotton districts unusually light at the pres- 
ent time, giving ag a reason the lateness of 
the crop. If the crop is iate, and still keeps 
above last year’s figures, those who esti- 
mated the total yield at 12,000,000 bales may 
have reason to reduce their prediction. 

In 1895, with a yield of 9,901,251 baies, the 
price of middling uplands at this city fell 
to 5.56 cents, the lowest price recorded 
since present methods of grading were 
adopted. With two crops in succession, 
both far in excess of that one, and the 
restricted demand at northern mills, the 
prospect of accumulated supplies is such 
that it would be unreasonable to hope for 
as high quotations as prevailed three years 
ago. Yet the present figure is but a small 
fraction below the price in 189% and slightiy 
above the low record of 5.31 cents touched a 
month ago. It does not appear that the 
situation has improved during the past 
four weeks; in fact, the action by New 
England millowners should rather be con- 
sidered as against high prices for cotton 
in the immediate future. 

Fortunately southern planters are better 
able to stand low prices than ever before, 
owing to the fact that other crops are be- 
ing raised more generally in connection 
with cotton, and it is no longer necessary 
for the cotton grower to purchase so many 
articles of food from other sections. Then 
the enormous growth of the cottonseed oil 
industry increases the profit of the crop. 
From North Carolina to Texas neariy 23,- 
000.000 acres are under cotton cultivation, 
and so many of the growers are poor, shift- 
less and easy-going individuals who always 
have grown a few bales of cotton and al- 
wavs will. Their small yield {s usually sold 
to a factor before it is ready for market 
and often before it is planted, These scat- 
tered growers have a little land and know 
how to do this one thing. Unless storms 
or insects destroy the crop about so much 
is going to be grown and even losses by 
overfiows of the Mississippi river are be- 
coming smaller each year. On the large 
plantations methods have improved and 
the cost of production has been cheapened. 
But, in spite of the many advantages, it is 
evident that a continuation of overproduc- 
tion will work mischief, and yet the diffi- 
culty of curtailing the supply by any agree- 
ment between planters is well known and 
almost unsurmountable.

THE SENATE’S BUSY DAY. 


Meets for Twelve Minutes, Receives 
One Bill and Adjourns, 

The upper house met at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning, was in session exactly 
twelve minutes, took a recess until 10:30 
o'clock, attended the joint assembly to 
elect judges and solicitors, met again, was 
in session thirty-five seconds and adjourned 
until 10 o’clock this morning. None of the 
members were fatigued. It will probably 
be some days before the senate will have 
enough to do to keep itself interested, be- 
cause there will be no general discussion of 
legislative matters until the committees 
get to work and begin to grind out reports 
on the bills that have been or may be pre- 
sented. President Dodson already has his 
committee appointmentg’? made, but the will 
not announce them until Speaker Little, 
who has a much harder task to perform, 
has hss list ready. President Dodgson has 
forty-four men to take care of and Speaker 
Littie has 175. 

During its brief session the senate was 
relieved from perfect monotony by Mr. 
Humphries, who presented a bill to compel 
the railroad corporations to build depots 
when and where the state railroad commis- 
sion may direct. The measure is in the 
shape of an amendment to section 2195 of 
the code. It is a bill to fix the venue of 
suits when railroad companies fail to erect 
depots as ordered by the railroad com- 
mission.

and the road refuses to give them, com- 
plaint can be made to the railroad com- 
mission, If this body thinks the complaints 
just it can order the depot built, If the 
road sees fit it can refuse to comply with 
the order. Heretofore the law has been 
that on such refusal] the suit must be filed 
against the road in the place where its 
main offices are located. Recently the su- 
breme court recommended that the suits 
should be filled in the town or city where 
the work was to be done. Mr. Humphries’s 
bill is to enact this recommendation into a 
law. A communication was received and 
read from the Georgia Bar Association. It 
called attention to the resolution adopted 
at the last meeting to ask for an amend- 
ment to the criminal laws so as to give the 
state and accused an equal number of cha!- 
lenges, and to make defendants competent 
but not compellable witnesses. These re- 
Quests were presented to the last general 
assembly, but were not enacted into laws, 
and so they have come to the present 
legislature, and the lawyers will seek to 
have them included in the state laws. 


CHATRMAN [HAMMOND’S REPORT. 


The Condition of Affairs at the State 
University ‘Discussed. 


Hon. N, 7. Hammond, chairman of the 


‘board of trustees of the University of 


Georgia, has submitted his report to the 
governor touching upon the affairs of the 
university. With respect to recent changes 
in the faculty of the institution the re- 
port observes: 

“Since the last report was made, to-wit, 
during June, 1898, Professor L. H. Charbon- 
nier, A. M. Ph. D., dean of the faculty of 
Franklin college and professor of physics 
and astronomy, tendered his résignation, to 
take effect at once, and William E. Boggs, 
D. D. LL. D., chancellor and professor of 
metaphysics and ethics, also resigned, his 
resignation, however, not to take effect un- 
til June, 1899. These resignations were ac- 
cepted, and Professor Charbonnier’s place 
filled’by the election of A. H. Patterson, 
B. B., A. M., formerly adjunct professor 
of physics and astronomy. The chancel- 
lor’s place will be filled when the vacancy 
Shall have occurrfred. 

“J. B. Hunnicutt, A. M., professor of ag- 
riculture and horticulture, though his term 
of office did not expire until December 15, 
1898, on the ist day of October, 1898, retired 
from the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture and the Mechanic Arts and his place 
has ever since been filled by Hugh N. 
Starnes, A. B., late of Experiment, Ga., a 
graduate of the university of the class of 
1875, and who, by reason of his large ¢x- 
perience in such matters, is well fitted for 
the werk of that professorship.”’ 

The Board of Visitors. 

Chairman Hammond devotes the greater 
portion of his report to explaining the or- 
ganization of the university and its chief 
means of support, and he next proceeds at 
some length to touch upon the suggestions 
of the last ‘board of vigitors. With respect 
to the study of Latin and Greek in the 
university Chairman Hammond says: 

‘The report of the board of visitors com- 
plains that ‘after students enter the univer- 
sity they are required to spent almost 50 
per cent more time on Latin or Greek than 
on English in the classroom.’ Applied to 
either Latin or Greek, that is a mistake. 
As applied to both Latin and Greek it 
may.be true. Those desiring the exact 
facts can find them in the catalogue of 
1897-8, at pp. 40-1 and 71 to 76, inclusive, 
Those citations will show the number of 
hours per week given to each of the three 
studies, Latin, Greek and English, by those 
persons who study all three, or Bnglish 
and either of the others, but it is to be 
remarked that many of our students do not 
study Latin or Greek. English is required 
in four of the degrees conferred; Latin in 
but one and Greek in but one. 

‘Only the A. B. degree can properly be 
considered in comparing and contrasting 
required and optional courses in the three 
subjects, because that is the only degree in 
which all three are taught. As far as 
shown by the catalogue the figures are: 
Required and optional courses, A. B. de- 
gree—English 14% hours per week, Latin 12 
hours, Greek 12 hourg per week, (catalogue 
pp. 40-1. The register of attendance upon 
classes (catalogue p. 107) shows in Eng- 
lish 266 students, in Latin 164, in Greek 78, 
and of the twenty-one students who were 
graduated as bachelors of arts at the laat 
commencement only five had studied Greek 
through the junior and senior years, while 
all had gtudied English. 

Question of Languages. 

“Whether English should be placed above 
either Latin or Greek in importance in a 
college course is a matter of opinion about 
which all scholars are not agreed. A col- 
lege curriculum is or ought to be prepared 
by rhen, who, looking up to the ideal and 
standing upon the reality of local condi- 
tions, strive to devise the best means in 
their environment for preparing youths for 
the noblest lives of Which they are capable. 
Education is physical, mental and moral, 
Its highest aim is to train men to see the 
truth, discover the truth, maintain the 
truth. Training is more important than in- 
formation and culture. Any trained man 
may readily acquire both information and 
culture. As atated, the charter of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia speaks of ‘forming’ the 
mind, not of informing it. 

“The university of our state must meet 
its local conditions and environments. In 
its attempt to serve the people it offers 
liberal education in the degree of bachelor 
of arts, technico-liberal education in its de- 
gtee of bachelor of science, technical or 
technico-professional im its degree of 
bachelor of engineering or of bachelor of 
agriculture, and professional education in 
its degrees of bachelor of law and doctor 
of medicine. The teaching of English is re- 
quired in all of these departments, except 
the professional degrees. Greek and Latin 
are required only in the degree of bachelor 
of arts. 

Wants Larger Attendance. 

‘The board of trustees is obliged to defer 
greatly to its corps of professors in ar- 
ranging the course of study and the hours 
to be devoted to each subject. Each individ- 
ual professor naturally contends for more 
time for his particular department, but al! 
are aiming at the same grand result—the 
training of youths for the highest useful- 
ness to themselves and to society. Those 
professors ‘have large experience and ex- 
tended obsrvation in their several depart- 
ments, and on the gé@neral subjects of tu- 
ition; and the board of trustees feel that 
no safer course can be adopted than to 
place the curriculum of the university under 
their management, subject always to modi- 
fication, and of course, to such control as 
may be prescribed by the general as- 
sembly.”’ 

Chairman Hammond shows that while the 
attendance upon the university is not what 
it ought to be, due to financial conditions 
and to recent changes in the requisites for 
admission, making them higher, still the tn- 
stitution is doing splendid work in all of its 
departments and deserves the ‘hearty sup- 
port of the people of the state. 
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Steerage Passengers Are Stopped. 

Hamburg,\ November 1.--A large number 
of Austrian stecrage passengers who 
passed through Vienna on their way here 
have been prevented from embarking on 
board the Hamb>urg-American line steamer 
Pretoria, booked to sail tomorrow for New 
York, owing to a notification from the 
authorities at Washington that stetrage 
passengers from Vienna will be quaran- 
tined for a fortnight on their arrival in 
the United States.

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UNDER THE AUSPICES OF A NEGRO 
church one of the most hilarious and ex- 
citing entertainments that has interested 
the police for a long while took place Mon- 
day night at a hall on the corner of Mitch- 
ell and Haynes streets. It was scheduled 
as a tony colored function, but the guests 
being slated at 10 cents a head, the crowd 
became cosmopolitan, and anything but het- 
erogeneous with a religious affair. 

Cock Robin, the noted juvenile cake- 
walker; Dora Carr, known as the ‘‘Toad;” 
Sidney Page, who tried to murder all the 
guards at the city stockade a while back; 
Hattie Grimes, who has stabbed three men 
and two women, and others of like ilk 
were among the guests who assembled to 
partake of a ’possum supper for the ben- 
efit of the Providence Baptist church. Rev. 
George W. Martin, the pastor of Provi- 
dence, and Deacons N. P. Jackson, Stewart 
Brown and Pitts Turner were managing 
the entertainment. 

It was given out among the hobo negro 
element that there was to be fun as well 
as ‘possum, and about @ o’clock Monday 
evening twenty-five of about ag tough ne- 
groes as can be raked together in Atlanta 
put in appearance. There were a number 
of very respectable colored men and women 
there who were eating 'possum with relig- 
lous appetite, but the bad element car- 
ried whisky into the hall and as soon as 
the whisky became mixed with the ’possum 
the fun began. 

The pastor and deacons tried their best 
to restore order, but Dora Carr, Lula Page 
and Hattie Grimes insisted upon dancing 
the cancan to tne sacred music which a 
man was trying to wheedle out of an old 
piano. 

Cock Robin was dressed in his cake-walk- 
ing clothes, but it was impossible for him 
to give hiag specialty owing to the noise 
and confusion. 

Officers Cailegs and Blackstone made a 
rush into the dance hal] and then the stam- 
pede began. Negroes piled out of windows 
and back doors as if a fire had broken out. 
Forty-two were corralied, incjuding good 
and bad, and thirty-seven Were hauled to 
the police barracks. The others, who 
were the pastor and the deacong, were al- 
lowed to go on their own bond. The po- 
lice reserve had to be called out, and the 
whole was tried before Judge Andy in. the 
police court yesterday afternoon. 

The officers stated that they found twelve 
bottles of whisky in the dance hall hidden 
behind chairs and tables. A man was run- 
ning up and down on the piano Keys with 
his shoes, the occasion hav.ng become too 
jubilant for the tame touch of fingers. 
Women were yelling and men were quar- 
reling. The church members, who gave 
the entertainment, were doing their best 
to keep order, and were not to blame ior 
the row. 

The arresting officers and the church 
members picked out the guilty ones tor 
the recorder, and the following were fined: 

Lula Page $10.75, Sidney Page $10.75, Dora 
Carr $10.75, Osear Thrasher $5.75, Will 
Richardson $10.75, Cap Dozier $3.75, Dora 
Fletcaer $10.75, Rosa Nelson $10.75, Hattie 
Grimes $70.75. 

Will Richardson proved by a witness that 
he wags¢fast asleep when the officers made 
the raid, and Judge Andy remarked: 

“Then I know you were drunk, to have 
slept with al] that noise going on, and I 
will fine you $10.75 for getting drunk at a 
church supper.”’ 

The owner of the hall] was present in 
court, and he assured the recorder that 
hereafter more care would be taken in the 
renting of the place for entertainments. 
The recorder said he believed that only 
the people who went to the place and raised 
a row were to blame, for the colored 
church people had a perfect right to give 
their little entertainments and their hum- 
ble *possum suppers. 

Cock Robin was left off because he show- 
ed that cakewalking was his profession, 
and he was at the entertainment purely on 
business and to eat ‘possum.
